The most important consideration is
that the dominant personality of
Michael Colling remuing unweakened
and he ls as popular as ever in and
out of the Dail, At the same time
CGirifith ngain more than held his own
to-day with his clear and foreceful
logic,

Tieg New York Hegrarp correspond-
ent to-night talked to Deputies Me-
Cartan and Lynch, both of whom were
confident that ratification was as-
sured, but greatly deplored what they
cialled the unreasoning and dangerous
idealistic attitude of Eamon de Valera
#nd his followers.

With them, as with other members,
there is a distinet feeling of resents
ment against the “President” for the
tuctical wdvantages thewaselleve he has
seized at every opportunity while being
opposed by hopest and even mag-
nanimous difference of opinion.

These tactica were revealed by the
attempt of Miss Mary McBwiney to
reud a letter containing what was pur-
ported to have been her dead brother's
opinion against the treaty.

Sudden Plunge as Recorded at
Midnight Due to Blast
From Alberta.

‘Flurrivs in Streets Reported,

but Are Not Observed by
Weather Bureau.

The arrival of an *Alberta high," in |

the language of the weather sharps,
or, In common lunguage, a cold wave
from the Canadlan Northwest, sent
the thermometer scurrying down from
44 degrees at 1 o'clock yesterday to 8
degrees at midnight. It will be all
over to-morrow, but probably will
wind up in a snowstorm that may
give a “white Christmas.” The cold
arrived a day ahead of the calendar
winter, which begins to-day.

Accompanying the drop in tempera-
ture was a wind that hlew steadily
fifty miles an hour or hetter. 1t
reached sixty-eight miles at a quarter
after 5, and dropped back to fifty a
few minutes later, to remain at that
clip all evening., The Weather Bu-
reau says it will probably be with us
also until to-morrow and storm warn-
ings have been displayed along the
Atlantic coast from Eastport, Me., to
Cape Hatteras, This wind whipped
up whitecaps in tlie upper bay, and
made travellng on the Staten Island
ferries somewhat uncomfortable.
Home passengers were seaslek.

Spow flurries were reported In the
oenrly evening from varlous parts of the
clty, but none were observed at the
Weather Bureau offices on the roof of
the Whitehzll Building.

The “Albertu high” covered the whale
rortheast portion of the United States
and much of Cunada, It was sald at the
Weather Burean. Its lower limit, or the
freezing liae, colncided roughly with the
well known  boundary  surveyed by
Messrs, Mason & Dixon some Years ago.
The coldest gpot in the United States
las® night was Duluth, Minn., where a
temperature of 12 degrees below zero
was recorded at 8 o'clock.

The terrperature dropped rapldly and
falrly steadlly from its high point. Be-
tween 1 and 5 a drop of 18 degrees was
recorided, and between & amd 10 the
merenry shot down anothor 18 degrees.
It was predicted at the Weather Bu-
rean it would not go nuch lawer In the

night, though it might drop & degrec
or s,
The “Alberta, high'” chased along

ahead of it a disturbance that developed
over the lake reglon Tuesday and In
less than twenty-four hours had chased
1t down the St. Lawrence valley and out
over Nova Scotia, There was light rain
and light snow In the lake reglon before
the cold blast. There was a reaction to
higher temperatures in the Northwest,
there were Iocal snows in the
northern plain States and ralns in Cal-
ffornia, Utah and Nevada.
